4. Claims 4^ 5, 7, 14, 15 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent fonm 
for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent fornn, or rewrite the claim(s) in 
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independent form. The intended use of the claimed compositions, e.g. for treating amyloidoses, fails to 
further limit the physical/structural aspects of the claimed compositions . 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that forni the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the 
requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this tide before the invention thereof by the applicant for 
patent. 

6. Claims l/^fS, 6, 7, 12^ 14, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hastings et al., 6,224,871. 

Hastings et al. disclose the invention substantially as claimed. Specifically, Hastings et al. teach a 
nutritional dietary supplement comprising extract from Uncaria tomentosa, echinacea root, bilberry extract, 
or aloe vera. Please see col. 2, lines 8-11; col. 4 , lines 50-58. The supplement may be taken orally. Col. 5, 
lines 35-41. 

With respect to the claims which recite the intended use of the claimed invention, the intended use is 
not germane to the patentability of the composition itself. 

Claims 2-3, 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. 

Aliowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-11 and 16 are free from the prior art because the prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest 
Applicant's claimed methods. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1, 4-7, 12, 14, 15 are rejected. 
Claims 8-11 and 16 are free from the prior art. 
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Claims 2-3, 13 are objected.
